THE RETRENCHMENT QUESTION. 
‘At tho-meating of tha Legislative Council 
yesterday, there was.laid on the table the 
correspondenco betweon H.E, the Gover- 
not and the Secretary of State for the Oo- 
lonies on the subject of retrenchment and 
the memorial of the Unofiicial Members of 
Council in connection therewith. The 
correspondence is too long to be given io 
full, but'we give below the two most ime 
portant despatches bearing on the subject 
of retrenchment :— ‘

9, In the circumstances which I havo 
statod, I have naturally given my careful 
consideyation to the question of the posni- 
bility of effecting retrenchment io the or- 
dinary expenditure of the Golony, I do 
not consider that the ordinary recurrent 
annital expenditure on Public Works oan 
be reduced withont unduly impairing efi. 
cienoy, and entailing negleot which would 
subsequently have to be retrisved ato large 
outluy; aod E am of opinion that the 
Pablio Works steffi which T 
to be permanently required is not in oxcess 
of what is actually necessary, But in other 
directions, which I'wili procond to indioate, 
I think that retrenchment may be effected 
with advantege as opportunity may offer, 
10. Tho higher officers, or civil servants 
proper, are not in my opinion overpaid, re~ 
gard being had to the cost and condilions 
of living for Englishmen, and expecially to 
the coat of hvuse rent in Hongkong, But 
L havo no hesitation in saying that the civil 
sorvice is over-manned, that the clericul 
servica is largely overpaid, and that the 
cost of the Police ie unduly high, : 
1. With my confidential despatch of the 
Sth Juno, [submitted a scheme of reorga- 
nization by which an ultimate saving .of 
aome $31,(09 a year can bo effected, itis 
afeature in that scheme that Englishmen 
should not be sent out to'fill posts in the 
clerical service ; and whatever Your Lord- 
ship’s judgment may ba on the chemo as & 
whole, I trust that this point will commend 


ale. 

12, The following are the reductions 
which J think might be made in the cust 
of tho civil service proper. 

By the amalgamation of the post of Re- 
gistrar General with that of Colonial Se- 
cretary, a aaving of about $6,000, To 
which may be added, by the abolition of 
the Chief Olerkship and another Clerkship 
in the Colonial Secretary’s Office, a saving 
of $3,009, apart from the eaving to bo 
offected under the general scheme of clori- 
cal reorganization.

The’ Boston Herald , discusses’ at some 
length, andor the above heading, in answer; 
to. &.-correspondent,. the question whe. 
ther.a. ‘great newspaper’ ought to priat 
nocounts of° prize-fighte, The correspo 
dent objects E auoh reports becsusa their 
jafluence is ‘demoralizing, ond ‘stimu 
lates young ‘mon.-to cultivate. the brutal io- 
stinota,’ hecaue prize-fights are immoral 
and illegal, and, finally, because he dis- 
likes to let hia family 00 the roports of 
auch contests, .Tho - Herald exposes itself 
to euch criticisme méro than most othor, 
cnewepapers in the country, mainly, para- 
doxical as it may. scom, owing ‘to the 
goodness of its editorial articles. ‘That is 
to say, tha obsorvations. of the editor on 
the questions of tho day, moral, social, 
political, and religious, aro for the most part 
£0 sensible, well informed, and uo elevated 
in tone and tomper, that people of taste and 
cultivation aro seduced into subscribing for 
it na o.goed family paper; and are’ then dia- 
_ appointed and even shocked to find that: its 
news colanins are yory mush like those of 
the Boston @lobe and: Now York: World— 
that is, contain, for the most part, elaborate 
and embellished records of contemporaneous 
‘rimo ond folly, As o general rule, the 
newspapers which moat carefully explore 
the sewers and garbage-boxes of society 
adapt their editorial homiletics to the 
(finds? “served up by their reporters. .The 
lending articles aro addressed, frankly aod 
without disguise, to readers to whom life ia 
largely made up of rapes, suicides, mur- 
ders, adulteries, fights, pwindles, forgeries, 
elopoments, patricidea, and falle of pastors, 
Tho writers spoak not in tha character of 
moralists or philosopherg or economtste, but 
of jolly good fellows who are themeelyes out 
ona spree, and eympathizo keenly with 
thoad whore opportunitios of seeing the 
stamy sido of Suman nature havo been 
soantier then their own. 


Tho defence of tho Herald contoina no- 
thing new. It has been made before by the 
pame paper, but it ia a defence whick oan 
nover hecoma.stalo and wii always repay 
examination, Jt snys,.in the fret place, 
that although roports of -prize-fights may 
he unfit roading for the ‘children of tonder 
syeara,’ or for "ladies, or for the ‘refined 
Glasses genorally," and slthough such fights 
aye been made illegal because they are 
ithmoral and brutalizing, and are, in ‘short; 
seyil aud wrong,’ yeb a ‘great nowspaper! 
meaning a newspaper with a largo cireu- 
Yation—cannot avoid printing them, Why 
not? . Because ‘life is mado up of contests,’ 
"in politics, in the bar, and in the 
forum,’ > and. becausa contests are what 
most interests people of all olasses, 
and -because’ it io o matter of carefol 
obeervation that when & paper  cou- 
tains. a -report. ofa, prize-fight, it is the 
firat thing thot passengers of all classes read 
as: they, coma to town. to their. business in 
the worning—‘ the middla and the moro 
woalthy and cultured classes’ as well as.the 
others, ‘Tho nowepaper,’ says the editor, 
‘in treating of this toplo,. starts with thie 
aga faot. Why does ib exiot? Jt existe 
because of an elomént inberent in human 
natare”. 

The trouble with this argument is that 
it proves too much. If it has any foree 
at all, it covers..all obscene lteratarc a3 
well as reparte of prizo-fighte. A report 
of an indovont divorce oxse would be read 
in the oars in the morning by Bazce 
twice’ the number of people who road 
the reports of a prize-tight, for the wo- 
men would rend it os well as men, 
and, if they did not rend it on tho 
train, ‘would. very likely carry it home 
with them for private perusal, ‘Tho ele- 
ment in human nature,’ too, which de- 
niands obscene literature, is-about twice as 
atrong asthe interest in ‘ contesta’ of all 
kinds, physionl and mental. Why, then, 
do the law and public opinion oondemn ani 

rohibit the publication and sale of indecent 
Bteratues P ‘Simply because its influence on 

oung aud old is unhealthy, degrading, and 
bratalizing, ‘tho element in human natura’ 
notwithstanding. What the influence of 
reports of prize-fights is may bo reatily 
inferred from the abaractor of prize-fighters 
+ and of the company which witnesses their 
contests. It consiats almost ulways of thie 
offscouriogs of human sooicty —gumblers, 
thioves, drunkards, and bullies. The 
sprinkling of betting mea who huve lowdul 
occupations which. is sometimes found 
among, them, does not change their com- 
plexion, The pugilists themselves, too, are 
generally persons whose manners and morals 
are a diegrace to our civilization; but as 
they retatn the human form, seeing, them 
pummel each other out of shape, amid tho 
yells and oaths of a band of surroundiog 
ruiisus, must to avy man, young or old, 
make humah nature seem @ cheaper, viler 
thing than he hod previously considored it, 

Tt is.for theao and half-a-:)..en01 is 
lor reasons that ‘tho law of most, vivilized 
communitiva has probibited prize-fights 
But the law is everywhere imperfect in not 
aleo prohibiting newspaper reports of them, 
for itis these reports, more than anything 
else, which ketp them going, It is the 
notoriety given by the newspopers to. the 
pugiliete and thelr doings which produces 
‘cach successive crop of them, and kovps live 
tho depraved interest in their contests. The 
ailonoe of the press about them would do 
more in ane year to suppress theso contcats 
than the Sheriff and police can do in' ten. 
It ia the newapipers which make populur 
horoes of such Protos as Sullivan and Corbott 
and ‘Squire Abington,’ the poor creature 
who has just ended his careor of vice and 
extravagance a3. 4 general ‘bottleholder ’ 
of all the leading rafhians of the ring. 


Tho plea set up by the Boston Herald, 
that there is some sort of obligation resting 
on.'a great newspaper’—that ia, o news. 

pper-of large circulation—to publish pugi- 
Fistio teports, which does not rest on news: 
papore of small or restricted circulation, isa 
Fecha ud qbsurdum of the claim of com- 
pleté freedom from moral responsibikty ‘ 
the comniunity which has long been the 
pane and disgrace of the press. If this 
résponsibility exists at all, of course the 
larger the circulation the greater the respon- 
sibility ia, If publication have an evilin- 
fluence, the wrong of it is in the direct rativ 
of the number of people it reaches. There 
is acthing in the modern world more curicus 

_ than the attempt, and in same degree suc- 
+ ‘¢esuful attempt, of newspaper proprietors to 
oleim for their business an exemption from 
the moral jurisdiction under whish every 
other business is varried on, Adcotor who 
defended bis practice of abortion by alleging

- pointing to the lerge number of his. olients 
tho bookseller who exoused his ‘obsce
